SEVEN DAYS OF FIGHTING. 


LORD ROBERTS SAYS HIS OVER- 
WORKED SOLDIERS WERE 
COMPELLED TO REST. 


Boer Accounts of the Movements 
About Brandfort Tell of a Bril- 
liant Charge Made by a 


Commando. 


LONDON, May 3.—The war office has rce- 
ceived the following repcert from Lord Rob- 
erts, under date of Bloemfontein ,May 2: 

Gen. Hamilton met with considerable suc- 
cess and drove the enemy cut of the strong 
pasition they had taken up at Houtnek with 
comparatively small loss to us. The Boers 
dispersed in several directions, mainly to 
the east and north, leaving 26 prisoners in 
our hands, including one commandant and 
16 other wounded men. Gen. Hamiiton is 
now in camp at Jacobsrust. As the men 
needed rest after fighting seven out of the 
last ten days I orcered a halt for the day. 
Gen. Broadwood’s brigade of cavalry ar- 
rived upon the scene in time to aiford valu- 
able assistance by threatening the enemy's 
rear. 

Yuringe the afterncon Gen. Tan Hamilton 
was joined by Gen. Bruce-Hamilten’s brig- 
ade ef infantry. 

The enemy admit having 12 killed and 40 
wounded yesterday. Amongst the tormer 
was Lieut. Gunther, a German officer 
longing to the Fifty-fifth Regiment, and 
amongst the letter was Maximoft, a Rus- 
sian commander of the Legion. 
Twenty-one out of 52 of the enemy's casual- 
ties occurred among the members of that 
legion.

The Envoys to the United States 
State Their Mission. 
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THE HAGU®., May 3.—Before sailing for 
the United States the Boer envoys made an 
official announcement of thelr mission ta 
which occurs the following : 


“We go to America to appeal to 
the government and people of the : 
United States for their assistance ¢ 
to try to restore peace in South P 
Africa. 3 P 

“Our aim is to induce the na- 
tions to apply the .~principles 
enunciated at the Peace Confer- ¢ 
énce. We considered that we could , 
not do better than to proceed im- : 
mediately to that people who a 
century ago passed successfully 
through the ordeal which we are 
now undergoing. They fought in 
defense of their just rights and to 
obtain their freedom. That, and 
that alone, is our object. 

“We do not go to one party or , 
the other; we go to the American $ 
people in its vast entirety, consti- ; 
tuting to-day the greatest peace ‘ 
factor in the world, which only < 
awaits its lead to declare unan- 
imously that this useless blood- : 
shed shall and must cease. We go , 
to appeal to the American na- 4 
tion to help us stop this cruel ¢ 
and needless killing of those § 
nearest and dearest to the Amer-— 
can people also, for American ‘ 
citizens have fallen in our ranks, 4 
fighting for freedom. We go to j 
America to appeal to the nation 
to stop what is practically a frat- 
ricidal war, whose results, what- 
ever they be, will be absolutely ¢ 
incommensurate with the fearful ; 
sacrifices entailed. These yesults ‘ 
could be easily obtained by six 
business men peacefully discuss- 
ing the matter around a table, 
provided the six be honest and 
act in good faith. We go to tell 
the American people that we are 
prepared to place our case in their 
hands, for their arbitration, so 
satisfied are we that we demand 
nothing that an impartial, free- 
dom-loving nation is not willing 
to grant.”’

Strange Chapters in the Last Days of 
the Life of Mrs. Catherine 
Lathrop of Washington. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 3.—Mrs. 
throp has been removed from her home 
at West Brighton, Staten Island, to the 
State Hosnital for the Insane at Pough- 
keepsie, destitute and hopelessly dement- 
ed. 

The life history of Mrs. Lathrop reads 
like a romance from some master pen of 
pathos. Thirty years ago Catherine Stew- 
art was one of the most beautiful.and ac- 
complished girls in Washington society, 
She was the daughter of Commodore Stew- 
art, a distinguished naval officer, wealthy 
and aristocratic... The commodore lived in 
stately style and his daughter figured prom- 
inently in the most exclusive social] circles 
of the Capital City. 

She was a tall, 


Catherine ‘La- 


superbly formed wom- 
an, with lustrous eyes and perfect Ccom- 
But her most potent charm lay 
in rare conversational gifts and social tact. 
Old Washingtonians still remenfber this 
queenly girl, and the pathetic story of her 
life, ending as it has in poverty and mad- 
ness, will bring astonishment and sorrow 
to many -hearts. 

Late in the ’70s Miss Stewart was Mar- 
“ed to Lorin Lathrop, a young -Ohioan. 
‘heir wedding was brilliant, attended by 
the leading men of the nation. 

A year Jater Mr. Lathrop was appointed 
consul at Bristol, England. He was ac- 
companied to his post by ‘his wife, wivo re- 
ceived a cordial welcome from E Nglish sO- 
ciety. Bristol “was Mrs. Lathrop’s place 
of residence, but London and Paris were 
the scenes of her social triumphs, of which 
American newspapers at*the time. gave long 
and glowing accounts. 

In England the artists found in Mrs. 
Lathrop's face and carriage a reincarna- 
tion of good Queen aan. and pictures blos- 
gomed out In London show windows and on 
the walls of noted studios. She heightened 
this “fafeled resemblance by wearing cos- 
tumes designed by the best modistes from 
Elizabethian models. William Morris, the 
noted English portrait painter, scored one 
of his greatest triumphs with Mrs. Lathrop, 
the canvas winning the pete of honor at 
the Royal Academy exhi 

For seven years the beautiful wife of the 
American consul remained in England, 
steadily strengthening her social prestige, 
but never at the expense of more sacred 
interests. Zetween husband and wife the 
bond grew stronger year by year, he glory- 
ing in her popularity, she in his substantai 
successes. 

In 1889 Consul Lathrop was superseded and 
returned to this country, accompanied by 
his wife. They were cordially welcomed 
in Washington society and settled down 
to what promised to be an idea] life ina 
picturesque suburban home. 

Then came the accident which wrecked 
Mrs. Lathrop’s life. She made a falre 
step on an icy sidewalk and, after mouths 
of agony, became a cripple ind a hopeless 
invalid. The husband’s love falied at this 
test. The bond which so long united them 
Was legally severed, and they parted, in 
friendship, it is said, forever. 

Mr. Lathrop was reappointed consul at 
Bristol in 1891 and still holds the position, 
a second wife bearing his name and shar- 
ing his life. 

But the sad story of Catherine Lathrop 
does not end here. Its second chapter 
eounds the very depths of human suffering. 

As a little girl her favorite playmate hau 
been the son of Prof. Jeremiah E. Rankin 
of Harvard University. It was as Dr, E. 
B. Rankin, a physician of great promise, 
that she met hiftPagain after years of sep- 
aration, and when the frightful accident 
had banished all the happiness from her 
life. He, too, was an invalid. There was 
no possibility of marriage—only a steadfast 
affection which drew the sufferers together 
and held them to the end. 

Together they made frequent trips be- 
tween New York and Panama, seeking the 
health which could not be won back. Later 
Dr. Rankin was appointed physician to the 
Panama Railroad Co. and settled on the 
isthmus, still accompanied by Mrs. Lath- 
cag who Knew no happiness away {from 

™ 

So the strange eouple loved for years, as 
brother and sister might. 

Five years ago they returned tv this 
country and took possession of a little cot- 
tage at West Brighton. There Dr. Rankin 
died. That was the beginning of the end 
for Mrs. Lathrop, and she now goes to the 
asylum, demented and destitute.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—During a debate | 
in the Senate on the army appropriation 
bill, which drifted into a discussion of the 
treatment of American sold-ers in the Phil- 
ippines, Senator Pettigrew had read and 
made part of the record a remarkable |ét- 
ter which he had sent to President Mc- 
Kinley. 
The letter is dated at Washington, 
17, 1899, and is as follows: 
“Again I write to insist upon the dis- 
charge of the First South Dakota Reg-ment 
now serving in Manila. Their term of en- 
listment has expired, 
“No act of Congress passed since they en- 
tered the ‘service can affect their status, 
and the private sokliers of that regiment 
want to come home. 
‘“Knough of their number have been sac- 
rificed aiready in your effort to deprive the 
people of the Ph.lippines of the right to 
govern themselves—a right which they have 
won by their success of Spain and (their 
assistance to’us as our allies—a right which 
they show they have the ability to exercise 
oy — Willingness to lay down their ilves

“ey ios that the blood of the South Dakota 
boys sacrificed in that contest must be laid 
at the door of your administration, and 
that impartial history must place you 
among the most dishonored rulers of all 
time, 

“Your effort to subjugate these people by 
force, indicated by your deciaration of war 
against them on the 2lst of last December, 
is the internat.onal crime of the century— 
in fact, must be classed as the 
greatest international crimes of cen- 
turies. 

“I cannot remain silent under these cir- 
cumstances and allow the South Dakota 
boys to be used in this perfidious work. 
“We granted you $50,000,000 two mnths 
before the Spanish war commenced, and yet 
you armed the South Dakota troops with 
Springfield rifles of an anc.ent pattern, and 
with these guns of short range our boys 
have lost their lives, in almest every in- 
stance before getting within shooting dis- 
tance of the enemy. 

“You should have expended the money 

which Congress so generously placed -in 
your hands and obtained modern arms and 
smokeless. powder. I would like to know 
why you did not do it, and why -the lives 
of those Dakota boys were sacrificed in this 
manner. I feel that every mother who lost 
her boy has a right to call upon you for 
explanation. 
“I will not pursue this subject further... I 
simply write the letter to insist upon the 
right of these soldiers to return to their 
homes.”’

The Standard Oil Co. has declared a quarterly dividend of 
$10 a share, payable June 15. This makes a total of $30 a 
share placed to the credit of stockholders since Jan. 1, 1900. 

Mr. John D. ftockefeller owns $31,000,000 of the Standard Oi] 
stock. .His share in the dividend will be $3,100,000, which will 
make his profits. $12,400,000 since Jan. 1. Adding to this the 
profits in his holdings of stock in subsidiary companies, Mr. 
Rockefeller’s income this year is estimated at $75,000,000. At 
5 per cent this represents a capital of $1,500,000,000.. The 
billionaire has arrived. 

The enormous power of such vast wealth is scarcely conceiv- 
able. John D. R@ckefeller with his associates in his various 
syndicates wields a power which may be greater than govern- 
ment itself. 

Kings and princes have in times past ruled as absolute 
monarchs, but it is doubtful if they ever enjoyed the domin- 
ion over their subjects possessed by the man or men who 
can command the wealth of this republic.

Gov. Taylor Offered to Pay Youtsey 
Handsomely If He Would 
Leave Kentucky.

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 8—The testl- 
mony of W. H. Culton, one of the men in- 
dicted for the assassination of Gov. Goe- 
bel, reveals mew features of the conspiracy 
and directly cannects Gov. Taylor with the 
men who are held responsible for the crime, 

Culton’s case is before the court on a 
plea for bail. Bail has been denied all the 


other accused men. 

Culton told of the exhibition to him, by 
Henry Youtsey, of smokeless powder car- 
tridges with steel bullets, which were pro- 
vided for the use of assassins Youtsey 
told him they were to be used to kill Goebel. 
Culton warned Youtsey that if Goebel was 
killed, and with a cartridge similar to 
those in. Youtsey’s possession, there would 
be trouble for Youtsey. Youtsey replied 
that he had procured the cartridges in Cin- 
c innatl, and that nobody could find it out. 
Culton then said that from a conversation 
he had with Jim Howard of Clay County 
he believed Howard fired the fatal shot. 
This was after the murder. Howard made 
some mysterious remarks, and | added, 
“Now, don’t ask me any questions. 

Culton was asked where he obtained the 
money to pay the board of armed mountain 
imen. He said from ex-Treasurer George 
’. Long, Secretary of State Powers and 
Gov. Taylor. Gov. Taylor gave him $12 for 
this purpose, 

Witness then related a conversation he 
had with Youtsey after the assassination, 
pouteey asked C ulton where he was when 
Goebel was killed, and Culton replied that 
he wasina committee room. 

Youtsey said, “Why can’t I say that I 
was there, too?” 


was strongly implicated. Witness told of 
another conversation with Youtsey, who 
came with Burton of Breckinridge Coun- 
ty. Youtsey announced that he had the 
greatest scheme for killing Goebel, and 
that he could be shot from the secretary of 
state’s office without anybody knowing 
who did it. 

He stated that Gov. Taylor authorized the 
witness ‘to give Youtsey any amount of 
money desired if he would leave Ken- 
tucky 

At a conference in Lexington the Sunday 
before Gov. Goebel was shot, it was de-

cided that Representative Henry Berry, 
who had been unseated a few days before, 
should go to the House of Representatives 
next morning and take his seat and refuse 
to give it up. 

Van Meter, his opponent, was to be in 
some way prevented from going to the hall 
that morning. 

Caleb Powers, who was at the conference, 
telephoned to Gov. Taylor at Frankfort two 
or three times in regard to the conference. 
On cross-examination Coulton said he did 
not know of any list of State Sanators or 
Representatives who were to be put out of 
the way. 

On redirect examinatton Culton said that 
Sergeant-at-Arms Haley signed the sub- 
penas fag witnesses for Gov. Taylor to tes- 
tify before the gubernatorial contest com- 
mittee and authorized Coulton to deputize 
good men in the various counties to serve 
them. 

Culton said he did not know where Pow- 
ers or Youtsey were when the shot was 
fired. The last talk he had with’ Youtsey 
the latter said the plan to kill Goebel had 
been abandoned. 

Culton had been asked by Taylor to as- 
certain what the witnesses in the contest 
knew because he was a lawyer. To the 
prosecution 'he said he had told more now 
on the stand than to any person except 
his father. His testimony is ended.
